A 
special  reunion  was  arranged  for  graduates  of  Trinity's  nursing  program.

Nicholas,  '71,  and  Jeanne  Jabaay  Vogelzang,  '72,  were  selected  alumni  of  the  year 
and  were  presented  with  a  captain's  chair  bearing  the  college  seal  and  their  names. 

Banquet  guests  were  also  treated  to  both  fiction  and  non-fiction  stories  told  by  a  professional  and  by  a  Trinity  alumnus.  James 
Schaap,  professor  of  English  at  Dordt  College  and  author  of  dozens  of  books  for  children  and  adults,  read  two  of  his  original 
stories,  one  of  which  had  its  debut  performance  at  Trinity  that  evening. 

The  second  story  teller  was  William  Bowee  Jayweh,  a  1987  graduate  of  Trinity  and  a  native  of  Monrovia,  Liberia.  Bowee  told  of 
his  return  on  1990  to  his  country  and  a  first-hand  accounts  of  the  terror  of  the  civil  war  in  Liberia.  He  spoke  of  God's  providence 
and  faithfulness  as  he  was  taken  at  gunpoint  by  rebel  soldiers  to  a  refugee  camp  and  faced  starvation,  disease  and  death  for 
many  weeks.  He  eventually  escaped  the  camp  and  traveled  on  foot  to  the  Ivory  Coast  where  he  contacted  friends  in  the  Trinity 
community  who  helped  to  arrange  a  visa  allowing  Bowee  to  return  to  the  United  States. 

Homecoming  Weekend  concluded  with  another  new  tradition,  an  on-campus  worship  service  for  alumni  and  students.  Rev. 
Carroll  Keegstra  led  worshippers  in  looking  at  God's  promise  in  Psalm  11  to  be  with  his  people  "in  times  like  these."  -Marie
